A  couple  of  months  ago  the  New  Mission 
News  printed  a  lengthy  letter  from  an 
inmate  in  the  SF  County  Jail.  This 
inspired  another  inmate  to  write  to  us 
offering  a  monthly  column  on  the 
locked-down  life,  and  we  decided  to  give 
him  a  chance.  This  inmate  wishes  to 
preserve  his  anonymity,  so  he  calls 
himself  (and  his  column)  Eyes  on  the 
Inside.  Resisting  nearly  all  temptation  to 
reply,  “You  soitainly  are,”  we  present 
the  following  communique  from  durance 
vile.... 

Eyes  on  the  Inside 

It  was  a  nice  and  bright  Wednesday 
morning.  Sixty  men  were  mustered  in 
rows  of  twenty,  the  loud  color  of  orange 
standing  out:  the  dress  code  inside  San 
Francisco’s  County  Jail  #7,  San  Bruno, 
California. 

I  was  daydreaming  as  the  Lieutenant 
finished  up  his  speech,  addressing  the 
inmates  during  the  weekly  inspection.  I 
was  snapped  back  to  reality  by  a 
comment,  or  rather,  a  statement  I  found 
humorous  and  outrageous  at  the  same 
time:  “These  are  our  expectations  of 
you!” 

Eyes  has  some  expectations  of  the  same 
gentlemen  expecting  our  respect  and 
understanding.  Recently,  a  very  serious 
issue  has  arisen  here  in  the  Coimty  Jail, 
conceminjg  chemical  cleaners  used  by 
inmates  in  their  everyday  routines.  It  all 


started  by  a  simple  question:  as  one 
inmate  put  it,  “Is  it  possible  to  look  at  the 
labels  on  the  big  bottles  of  this  cleaner?” 
The  question  was  proposed  by  this  inmate 
to  two  different  deputies  who,  in  no 
uncertain  terms,  avoided  this  inmate.  The 
question  was  also  brought  to  a  Senior 
Deputy.  He  stated,  “I  will  get  back  to 
you.” 

The  following  morning,  in  the  morning 
dorm  meeting,  the  subject  was  brought 
up  by  custody  staff,  who  stated,  “It  should 
be  known  that  the  chemical  spray  bottles 
are  not  to  be  used  as  a  hand  cleaner.” 
Later  that  day,  the  Senior  Deputy 
approached  that  inmate  and  asked  him  if 
he  got  his  answer.  The  inmate  replied, 
“Somewhat,  however  I  would  still  like  to 
view  the  label.”  The  Senior  Deputy  said, 
”No.”  The  inmate  didn’t  push  the  issue. 
Then  he  asked,  “Do  you  think  we  can  get 
a  warning  sign  posted?”  Again  the  Senior 
Deputy  said,  “No.”  The  Senior  Officer  did 
say,  “We  may  be  able  to  write  something 
on  the  bottles.” 

Since  that  time,  one  squirt  bottle  out  of 
half  a  dozen  has  been  labeled,  indicating 
its  use:  there  was  nothing  stating  that 
tliere  was  danger,  or  warning  of  harm. 

Eyes  on  the  Inside  recently  learned— 
via  original  containers — that  there  is,  in 
fact,  a  danger  warning  on  the  side  of  the 
one  gallon  bottle  that  says:  DANGER: 
Corrosive.  Causes  eye  damage  and  skin 
irritation.  Do  not  get  in  eyes,  on  skin 
or  clothing.  Wear  goggles  or  face  shield 
and  rubber  gloves  when  handling.  Do 
not  breathe  spray  mist  Harmful  if 
swallowed.  Avoid  contaminating  food.

Do  not  breathe  spray  mist?  This  is 
preposterous!

DON’T  RECALL 


Opinion  by  Peter  Claudius 

San  Franciscans  will  have  the 
opportunity  of  voting  in  three  separate 
elections  during  the  next  four  months.  The 
first  of  these  elections,  to  be  held  on 
October  7,  will  decide  whether  Democratic 
Governor  Gray  Davis  should  be  replaced 
and,  if  so,  by  whom. 

On  the  October  ballot,  voters  will  first  be 
asked  for  a  straight  yes  or  no  answer  on 
whether  Gov.  Davis  shall  retain  his  office. 
Next,  they  will  be  asked  to  vote  for  a 
successor  in  the  event  Davis  receives  less 
than  50%  of  the  vote  on  the  first  question. 
If  Davis  loses  the  recall,  whoever  gets  the 
most  votes  on  the  second  question  becomes 
the  governor  of  California,  a  state  with  36 
million  people  and  a  $99-billion  budget. 

The  media  has  treated  the  recall  as  if  it 
were  a  grass-roots  initiative  sponsored  by  a 
broad  base  of  dissatisfied  citizens;  but  in 
reality,  for  the  first  time  ever  in  an  action 
of  this  kind,  the  names  on  the  recall 
petition  were  gathered  by  a  small  group  of 
professionals  who  were  paid  cash  for  every 
signature.. 

Representative  Darrell  Issa  (R-Vista), 
who  bankrolled  the  recall  effort,  withdrew 


his  own  candidacy  last  week,  while  more 
than  a  hundred  candidates,  including  actor 
Arnold  Schwarzenegger,  rushed  in  to  fill 
the  void. 

The  reason  given  for  recalling  Davis  is 
his  alleged  mismanagement  of  state 
finances.  His  opponents  propose  to  remedy 
the  situation  by'causing  the  state  to  spend 
an  extra  $65  million  or  more  to  hold  this 
special  election.  The  newspapers,  which 
would  once  have  been  filled  with  outrage 
at  such  idiocy,  are  strangely  silent  on  this 
point. 

Despite  its  many  ridiculous  aspects,  this 
special  election  is  no  joke.  It  is  a  blatant 
and  costly  attempt,  by  people  with  way  too 
much  money,  to  make  an  end  run  around 
the  democratic  process,  subvert  the  will  of 
the  people  (as  expressed  in  their  election  of 
Governor  Davis),  and  take  over  the 
government  of  California.  If  it  succeeds,  it 
will  prove  that  elections  can  now  even  be 
bought  after  the  fact. 

Every  poor  person,  and  every  working 
person  who  hopes  ever  to  have  anything 
more  than  a  life  of  endless  toil,  deprivation 
and  want,  will  do  well  to  go  to  the  polls  on 
October  7  and  vote  this  nonsense  down. 
And  bring  a  friend.. 


doesn’t  wish  to  smell  the  stale  air  of  120 
feet  and  gas  passed  by  the  sleeping 
inmates. 

Eyes  also  finds  this  outrageous.  For  at 
least  a  year,  if  not  longer,  inmates  have 
been  using  this  chemical  to  wash  hands, 
clean  eye  glasses,  cups,  bowls,  and  God 
only  knows  what  else!  Inmates  are 
cleaning/spraying  toilet  seat  areas  down, 
then  sitting  down  on  the  metal  surface  to 
do  their  daily  constitutions,  with  this 
corrosive  disinfectant.  Some  inmates  do 
use  toilet  paper  to  make  a  seat  gasket; 
however,  only  6  rolls  of  toilet  paper  are 
provided  for  60  inmates  per  eight  hour 
shift. 

Eyes  is  attempting  to  do  research  on  this 
subject  of  chemical  use  and  warnings 
being  displayed,  but  time  is  limited  to  one 
hour  a  week  in  the  law  library,  which  just 
doesn’t  suffice  for  this.  Phone  calls  are 
limited  to  either  collect  or  a  debit  call, 
and  of  course  the  party  on  the  receiving 
end  must  accept  the  call.  (The  families  of 
inmates  pay  the  most  profound  price 
imaginable  to  have  a  loved  one 
incarcerated.  If  an  inmate  wishes  to  call  a 
family  member,  he  or  she  may  purchase  a 
phone  debit  card  for  $10.00  and  if  that 
loved  one  is  wiUiin  a  12  mile  radius  the 
call  will  cost  approximately  $2.73;  out  of 
that  range,  anywhere  up  to  $5.00  if  it’s  in 
the  415  area  code:  that’s  a  15  minute  call. 
Collect  calls  are  twice  that.  You  can 
imagine  a  call  outside  the  415  area  code. 
Note:  out  of  state  calls  are  over  $10;  one 


can’t  even  talk  the  full  15  minutes  solely 
because  there’s  not  a  debit  card  sold  to 
accommodate.) 

Eyes  also  believes  there  are  Cal-OSHA 
laws  governing  the  posting  of  harmful 
chemical  warnings.  Note:  County  Jail  #7 
doesn’t  stand  alone  in  this  violation; 
County  Jails  1-2-3  also  do  not  have  the 
information  posted  for  inmates  to  read! 

As  an  inmate  of  San  Fraancisco  County 
Jail,  Eyes  on  the  Inside  has  expectations 
as  well.  My  expectations  are  to  have  my 
safety,  security  and  well-being  protected 
from  harmful  chemicals  as  well  as  from 
inmates,  staff  and  custody  alike.  I  am  not 
at  liberty  to  defend  or  protect  myself,  due 
to  my  incarceration,  without  serious  or 
severe  consequences. 

On  this  past  Saturday,  Eyes  himself 
overheard  another  outrageous  statement 
come  out  of  the  mouth  of  a  sergeant 
concerning  one  inmate  who  placed 
orange  peels  in  his  shoes  as  a  deodorizer: 
he  said  the  orange  peels  were  a  health 
hazard!  Orange  peels  are  bio-degradable 
and  make  for  one  of  the  safest 
disinfectants  and  de-gassers  this  country 
has  ever  seen! 

The  Title  15  has  a  chapter  on  respect, 
listed  as  Rights  and  Respect  of  Others.  It 
states  that  all  inmates,  staff,  personnel, 
and  custody  are  all  entitled  to  the  same 
amount  of  respect.  Others  demand 
respect.  Eyes  says  it  like  this:  this  Respect 
is  Earned,  not  Learned;  Taught,  not 
Bought;  and  Showed,  not  Told!

Clean,  Professional  Government 

San  Francisco’s  city  government  is 
plagued  with  corruption  and  ethical 
failures.  It  is  the  job  of  elected  officials  to 
serve  tlie  interest  of  the  public.  Yet 
providing  for  the  public  good  has  proved 
difficult  when  personal  interests  conflict. 
San  Francisco’s  current  legal  code  tries  to 
protect  the  legislative  process  from 
corruption,  but  it  Just  isn’t  strong  enough 
to  fight  off  the  tide  of  money. 

With  the  guidance  of  the  Ethics 
Commission,  I  have  written  an  ethics 
reform  measure  for  this  November’s 
ballot  that  will  dramatically  overhaul  the 
city’s  conflict-of-interest  rules,  closing, 
once  and  for  all,  the  revolving  door  that 
turns  former  city  officials  into  special 
interest  lobbyists. 

The  measure  provides  voters  the 
opportunity  to  continue  closing  the 
loopholes  that  imdermine  clean 
goverrunent.  The  proposition  is  a 
continuation  of  previous  ethics  reform  I 
sponsored,  including  Proposition  G 
(1998)  which  required  registration  of 
campaign  consultants  and  Proposition  O 
(2000),  which  overhauled  campaign 
finance  reforms  to  minimize  the  influence 
of  special  interest  money  on  elections. 

The  Commission’s  proposals  result  from 
a  comprehensive  review  of  the  various 
conflict  of  interest  laws  that  govern  City 
officers  and  employees.  Since  September 
2000,  the  Commission  has  considered 
problems  that  have  arisen  over  tlie 
interpretation  and  enforcement  of  local 
conflicts  laws,  looked  at  issues  that  arose 
Irom  complaints  it  received  over  the 
years,  surveyed  media  reports  about 
ethics-related  matters,  and  reviewed  laws 
from  various  other  jurisdictions. 

Building  on  a  foundation  of  clean 
government  and  campaign  finance,  the 
ethics  reform  proposal  is  a  sweeping 
overhaul  of  governmental  conduct  code 
designed  to  keep  power  out  of  the  hands 
of  influential  special  interest  groups,  and 
put  it  back  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 
This  ethics  reform  Charter  Amendmept 
covers  four  major  areas  by: 

1.  Prohibiting  employees  or  City 
officials  from  participating  in 
matters  where  they  have  a 
financial  interest; 

2.  Expanding  bans  on  gifts  giving; 

3.  Prohibiting  employees  from 
making  decisions  regarding  their 
own  conduct  or  character;  and 

4.  Restricting  post-employment 
activities  for  former 
govermnental  officials 

The  Ethics  Comxmssion  spent  more  than 
a  year  working  on  this  new  code  with  the 
goal  of  making  the  City’s  decision¬ 
making  process  more  transparent,  more 
reliable  and  more  trustworthy  to  City 
residents.  The  Commission  worked 
closely  with  good  government  groups  in 
developing  the  package. 


The  proposal  includes  several  new 
restrictions  designed  to  limit  the  influence 
of  former  City  politicians.  It  contains  a 
lifetime  prohibition  on  “switcliing  sides” 
to  the  private  sector  on  a  matter  in  wliich 


a  City  employee  has  participated 
personally  and  substantially  in  making  a 
City  decision.  It  also  includes  restrictions 
on  a  former  Mayor  or  former  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  lobbying  City 
employees  after  they  leave  office.  The 
proposal  also  provides  that  a  conviction 
based  on  a  crime  involving  moral 
turpitude  will  be  the  basis  for  removal 
from  employment  or  office. 

I  am  proud  to  take  this  initiative  for 
clean,  professional  government  to  tlie 
voters.  We  need  to  restore  tlie  confidence 
citizens  have  in  City  government  and 
make  the  City  more  accountable  to  all 
San  Franciscans.  We  need  to  take  money, 
corruption,  and  patronage  out  of  the 
political  process  and  set  standards  of 
ethical  conduct  and  behavior.  This  ballot 
initiative,  if  passed  by  voters  in 
November,  will  ensure  that  our  City  truly 
serves  the  interests  of  the  public.

We’re  jumping  out  of  the  bike  lane  this 
month  and  into  our  friendly  neighborhood 
bike  shops.  Not  only  do  we  have  more 
sunshine  than  we  know  what  to  do  with 
here  in  the  Mission,  we  also  have  a  wealth 
of  bike  shops  meeting  a  wide  range  of 
bicyclists’  needs  and  desires. 

Take  tlie  Freewheel  Bike  Shop  at  980 
Valencia  (near  21”'  Street),  for  instance. 
Owned  and  operated  by  Carlos  Corujo  for 
the  past  8  years.  Freewheel  has  carved  out  a 
regular  clientele  with  its  mix  of  high-end 
racing  bikes,  wares  for  gearheads,  and  a 
collection  of  solid,  affordable  bikes  for  those 
of  us  who  ride  primarily  as  a  mode  of 
transportation.  As  Corujo  says,  “I  like  the 
sportier  bikes,  but  I  try  to  encourage 
bicycling  for  transit,  too.”  Corujo,  30, 
knows  his  business  well,  and  has  guided 
many  Mission  denizens  through  their  bike 
purchases  and  repairs.  Although  he  owns  a 
sister  store  on  Hayes  StreeL  he  spends  most 
of  his  time  at  the  Valencia  shop. 

Over  the  years,  I  have  found  the  crew  at 
Freewheel  to  be  very  knowledgeable. 
Repairs  and  txme-ups  are  priced  right,  and 
the  work  is  top-notch.  In  addition  to  bikes 
and  gear.  Freewheel  sells  sporty  accessories 
for  triatliletes,  bicyclists  and  surfers. 
Starting  in  August,  they  will  be  slashing 
prices  to  move  inventory  out  the  door. 

A  block  south  of  Freewheel  lies  a  city 
institution,  Valencia  Cyclery,  at  1065 
Valencia  between  2r‘  and  22"'*  Streets. 
Although  Valencia  Cyclery  may  not  be  as 
hip  a  bike  boutique  as  Freewheel,  it  is  a 
rock-solid  shop  with  a  good  selection  of 
bicycles  in  all  shapes  and  sizes.  The  repair 
shop  next  door  is  staffed  with  sharp 
mechanics  who  are  friendly  and  helpful. 
.Tlieir  accessories  and  clothes  are  priced 
well,  as  are  tlie  bicycles.  As  a  perennial 
winner  of  the  Bay  Guardian’s  Best  of  tlie 
Bay  best  bike  shop  award,  this  shop  attracts 
,many  biking  enthusiasts  to  tlie 
neighborhood. 

While  many  people  from  outside  tlie 
neighborhood  know  about  Valencia 
Cyclery,  Don  Rafa’s  Cyclery,  on  16*  Street 
between  South  Van  Ness  and  Capp,  is  less 
known  except  to  Mission  residents.  Rafael 
Macias,  aka  Don  Rafa,  has  had  tlie  shop  for 
about  ten  years,  five  of  those  at  its  present 
location.  Rafa’s  shop  is  a  little  rough 
around  the  edges;  bikes  are  lined  up  against 
the  walls,  and  some  are  even  stacked  on  top 
of  each  other.  Macias  and  his  family  run 
tlie  shop,  with  Rafael  and  his  son  doing  the 
repairs.  Macias  can  usually  be  found  bent 
over  his  workbench  behind  the  counter, 
plying  the  mechanical  skills  he  learned  by

working  in  an  auto  parts  factory  in  Mexico 
City  before  he  moved  to  the  States. 

Don  Rata  sells  a  lot  of  bikes.  “People  buy 
from  me  because  I  charge  cheap  prices,”  he 
says.  Macias  has  a  high  turnover  of  bikes 
that  he  picks  up  at  Bay  Area  police 
auctions.  He  fixes  them  up  and  then  sells 
them  at  a  low  price.  According  to  Don 
Rafa,  he  does  not  buy  directly  from  the 
public  because  most  bikes  people  bring  to 
him  to  sell  are  stolen.  Still,  he  says  he 
cannot  be  sure  of  where  the  bicycles  he  buys 
at  auction  come  from.  Basically,  if  you’re 
looking  for  a  cheap  bike  it  is  hard  to  beat 
Don  Rafa’s. 

Just  a  few  blocks  to  the  northwest  of  Don 
Rafa's,  you’ll  find  Ye  Olde  Bike  Shoppe  at 
14*  and  Guerrero  streets.  Sometimes 
known  by  the  moniker  of  the  “Biketeria” 
(which  is  what  the  sign  out  front  says),  Ye 
Olde  Bike  Shoppe  is  wall-to-wall  bikes.  If 
you’re  looking  for  a  solid  used  ride,  or  for 
some  hard-to-find  parts  or  handlebars,  give 
them  a  try.  They  are  a  virtual  junkyard  of 
bikes,  with  a  lot  of  gems  to  be  found.  There 
is  a  large  workroom  in  the  back  for  repairs. 

I  tried  to  stop  by  and  talk  to  somebody  at  the 
Shoppe,  but  on  the  past  two  visits  I  found 
nobody  there.  Give  them  a  call  first. 

Another  shop  that  has  a  lot  of  used  bikes 
and  parts  is  Pedal  Revolution  on  21“  Street 
near  South  Van  Ness.  Pedal  Rev  (as  its 
customers  like  to  refer  to  it)  has  been  fixing 
up  bikes  and  selling  them  to  the  public 
since  1996.  It  is  a  job  training  program  for 
at-risk  youth  who  serve  as  interns  and  learn 
skills  from  experienced  mechanics.  It  used 
to  be  run  by  Youth  Industries,  but  is  now 
part  of  Golden  Gale  Community  Inc.’s 
group  of  social  enterprises  -  nonprofits  that 
train  and  assist  people  in  need  of 
community  support.  According  to  Pedal 
Revolution’s  website,  its  mission  is  “to  give 
transitional  youth  and  young  adults  the 
skills  needed  to  become  self  sufficient  - 
and  off  the  streets  for  good. 

Pedal  Revolution  has  a  great  selection  of 
fixed-up  used  bikes,  and  they  also  do 
repairs.  If  you’re  mechanically  inclined, 
you  can  pay  30  bucks  for  an  armual 
membership  and  get  access  to  their  fiilly 
stocked  workbench.  Currently,  Pedal  Rev 
has  a  bunch  of  bikes  outfitted  for  Burning 
Man,  so  if  you  are  looking  for  a  tough  bike 
to  weather  the  harsh  climate  of  the  Black 
Rock  desert,  get  on  down  there. 

That’s  the  lowdown  on  tlie  major  shops  in 
the  Mission.  As  you  pedal  the  streets  of  our 
neighborhood,  be  tliankfiil  for  the  flat 
landscape,  and  for  the  wide  range  of  local 
shops  that  serve  our  biking  needs.

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A  Conversation  With 

The  Mission’s 

Quintessential 

Cartoonist 


Of  all  the  many  dozens  or  himdreds  of 
cartoonists  who  have  lived  and  worked 
here  in  the  Mission  District,  no  one  has 
illustrated  and  embodied  the  spirit  and  the 
essence  of  Mission  life  like  Spain 
Rodriguez.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century  his  politically  savvy,  workingclass 
characters,  low-riders,  cholos,  gangsters 
and  hot  babes  in  skintight  Spandex  have 
held  up  a  lamp  and  a  mirror  that  reflect 
and  illuminate  life  as  she  is  lived  in  the 
Mission. 

Thus  it  was  immediately  clear  to  me,  when 
I  began  this  series  on  the  Mission- 
Cartoonist  Connection,  that  I  should  go  see 
Spain  first  of  all.  Despite  living  thirty  years 
in  the  same  neighborhood  and  having  a 
number  of  mutual  friends,  we  had  never  met 
until  the  day  of  this  interview.  I  found  him 
to  be  friendly,  articulate,  modest, 
passionate.  intelligent,  knowledgeable, 
funny  and  well  informed.  Here’s  how  it 
went... 

PC;  Why  don’t  you  start  by  telling  a  little 
about  yourself. 

SR:  Well,  I’m  from  Buffalo,  New  York, 
and  I  came  out  here  from  New  York  City 
in  the  summer  of  ‘69,  so  I’ve  been  here 
for  about  thirty-three  years.  The  first  time 
I  saw  San  Francisco,  I  thought  it  was  too 
pretty  to  be  a  city;  but  I  wound  up  coming 
back,  and  I’ve  been  here  ever  since. 

PC:  It  is  a  beautiful  city,  and  the  weather 
here  in  the  Mission  is  the  best.  You  could 
live  in  another  part  of  San  Francisco  and 
never  even  know  about  weather  like 
this... 

SR:  This  is  true.  Yes,  I’ve  lived  in  the 
Mission  most  of  the  time,  and  Bernal 
Heights.  The  first  time  I  walked  down 
Mission  Street,  I  just  thought  it  was 
incredibly  beautiful...  all  the  great 
theaters... the  Cine  Latino  was  tlie  Crown 
Theater  back  then... 

PC:  Were  you  always  a  cartoonist? 

SR:  Well,  I  worked  in  a  Western  Electric 
plant  for  about  five  years... There’s  some 
good  artists  there...  I  went  to  art  school 
for  three  years  in  Coimecticut,  and  then  I 
spent  some  time  working  in  the  plant, 
like  I  said,  and  then,  at  some  point,  it 
seems  that  comics  were  starting  to  happen 
again.  I  had  pretty  much  stopped  reading 
comics  when  the  Comic  Code  came  in.  I 
would  pick  up  a  few  things  every  so  often, 
but  you  know... 

PC:  Yeah:  nothing  could  replace  the 
ECs!. 

SR:  Right!  And  I  kept  buying  MAD,  but 
at  a  certain  point  I  realized  that 
something  had  changed...  then  I  realized 
that  Harvey  Kurtzman  was  no  longer  the 
editor.  I  to  pick  up  everything  that 
Kurtzman  did. 

PC:  It  seems  to  me  I  first  saw  your  work 
in  an  early  ZAP.  I  can’t  remember  if  it 
was  the  first  one,  or... 

SR;  No,  I  had  something  in  ZAP  4,  a 
little  drawing  in  one  of  the  jams,  and  then 
I  skipped  to  ZAP  5,  and  I  started  by  doing 
a  story  in  ZAP  5.... In  fact,  we’re  coming 
up  with  another  ZAP  by  next  year . . . 

PC;  Have  you  always  done  the  posters  and 
ads  for  the  Mime  Troupe?

SR:  No,  I  haven’t.  I  started  doing  things 
for  them  not  too  long  after  I  got  here... I 
did  a  poster  for  them:  in  fact,  right  now  I 

have  an  exhibit  of  posters  I’ve  done  for 
them... 

PC:  For  some  reason,  I  recall 
FACTWINO  especially  vividly. . . . 

SR:  Yeah,  FACTWINO,  he  was  a  good 
character.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  for  a  while 
I  was  doing  a  FACTWINO  strip  in  the 
Guardian.  You  know,  they  should  bring 
back  FACTWINO  at  some  point. 

PC:  Well,  for  sure!  Who  else  is  there  to 
be  a  voice  for  the  homeless?  There’s  a 
thread  that  seems  to  run  through  all  your 
work  ...  I  hesitate  to  call  it  a  Marxist 
perspective,  but  there’s  a  workingman’s 
point  of  view;  your  characters  know  what 
it  is  to  work  for  a  living,  or  to  be  out  on 
the  street,  or  to  not  know  where  their  next 
clieeseburger  is  coming  from.  It’s  a 
valuable  viewpoint,  and  one  that  is  under¬ 
represented  in  the  media  these  days, 
especially  since  the  fall  of  the  “Evil 
Empire.” 

SR;  Yeah,  right.  Such  as  it  was  . . . 

PC:  As  if  Ronald  Reagan  was  anything 
but  asleep  at  the  wheel  when  the 
communists  finally  ran  out  of  money  and 
called  it  quits.... 

SR:  Yeah.  You  know,  I  went  to  the  Soviet 
Union  in  ’87,  and  it  was  real  interesting. 
You  really  didn’t  see  the  extreme  forms 
of  poverty.  The  stores  could  have  been 
better  stocked,  but  you  didn’t  see 
homeless  people. 

PC;  Maybe  that’s  the  climate,  though.  A 
friend  of  mine  from  North  Dakota  says 
there’s  NO  homeless  people  there, 
because  the  winters  are  so  bad  that 
nobody  who’s  stuck  on  the  street  lives 
through  them.  It  could  be  the  same  in 
Moscow. 

SR:  Well,  I  was  also  in  Kiev,  and  Talen, 
and  Riga,  and  you  just  didn’t  see  that 
kind  of  extreme  poverty.  You  didn’t  see 
the  extreme  forms  of  wealth,  eitlier. 
You’d  see  these  official  ’55  Packards  they 
had,  that  were  kind  of  neat,  though:  some 
Russian  designer  became  enamored  with 
Packards,  and  they  made  a  Russian  car 
that  looks  just  like  one.  There’s  another 
thing  about  the  Soviet  Union:  you  see  all 
this  old  stuff  that  is  kept  in  good 
condition. 

PC:  They  say  a  MIG  can  land  in  places 
where  an  American  jet  can’t,  because 
they  knew  in  front  they  couldn’t  expect  to 
have  pristine  air  strips,  with  no  cigarette 
butts  to  be  sucked  into  the  afterburners, 
and  they  designed  the  planes  with  that  in 
mind. 

SR:  Jim  Osborne  told  me  a  story,  when 
we  were  working  on  INSECT  FEAR,  he 
told  me  this  story  about  when  he  was  in 
the  Air  Force,  and  he  was  on  some  ‘strip 
where  a  plane  swoops  down  low  over  the 
airfield,  and  it  sucks  up  some  Coke  bottle 
into  the  air  intake,  and  the  plane  tries  to 
regain  altitude,  but  it  can’t  quite  do  it; 
and  one  guy  jettisons,  but  he’s  too  low  for 
his  parachute  to  open  up,  and  he’s  just 
kind  of... shrunk,  dead  instantly,  and  the 
other  guy  crashes  into  the  hangar... And 
they  had  Jim  guarding  this  hangar,  so  he 


had  to  check  out  the  seat  where  the  pilot 
had  been... he  talked  about  these  pork- 
rind  like  remnants  on  the  seat... 

PC:  Jim  always  had  an  eye  for  the  details! 
I  guess  it’s  times  like  that  you  wish  you 
had  a  MIG... 

SR:  Yeah,  the  dangers  of  flying! 

PC:  What  else  did  you  see  in  the  Soviet 
Union? 

SR:  Well,  I  saw  the  War  Museum,  and  we 
took  a  train  to  different  places.  We  went 
to  Riga,  which  was  real  beautiful,  and  we 
tried  to  get  to  some  place  where  my  wife’s 
relatives  were  from.  They  wouldn’t  let  us 
go  there.  And  I  saw  the  Hermitage.  I  even 
wound  up  getting  a  personal  tour.  This 
guy  who  was  on  our  trip,  Victor  Honig, 
fell  ill,  and  he  had  set  up  this  personal 
tour,  and  he  couldn’t  go,  so  I  went.  It  was 
an  amazing  thing  to  see! 

PC:  I’ve  heard  those  Czarist  treasures  are 
really  something. 

SR:  Yeah,  we  saw  how  the  other  half 
lived!  ha  ha!  Rooms  full  of  gold,  all  this 
gold  stuff,  and  it  had  all  been  restored 
after  the  war.  Beautiful  stuff! 

PC:  It’s  funny,  you  know,  I  was  talking  to 
[Rip-Off  Press  Publisher]  Ron  Turner  not 
too  long  ago,  and  I  mentioned  I  was 
going  to  interview  you  for  this  Mission- 
Cartoonist  series  in  the  New  Mission 
News,  and  he  sez,  “Yeah,  tlie  first  time  I 
saw  Spain,  he  was  standing  on  a  comer 
handing  out  communist  literature:  and 
now  our  little  girls  play  together!” 

SR:  Ha  ha  ha  ha!  As  if  the  two  things 
were  incompatible! 

PC:  Yeah,  right.  Tell  me  more  about  your 
career  here.  Like  I  say,  you  seemed  to  be 
the...  sort  of  Marxist  voice  among 
cartoonists,  especially  in  the  beginning... 
SR:  Yeah,  there’s  more  Marxists  around 
now.  Well,  in  my  twenties  I  became 
interested  in  Marxism,  and  there’s  a 
group  called  the  Socialist  Labor  Party. 
They’ve  been  around... they’re  the  third 
oldest  party,  they’re  still  around.  And  I 
used  to  go  to  study  groups  with  them. 
And  all  that  stuff  just  made  sense;  it  just 
mirrored  the  real  world.  And  we  read  a 
whole  bunch  of  philosophers. . . 

PC:  There’s  a  group  like  that  now  that 
meets  every  week  at  the  Women’s 
Building. 

SR:  Yeah... And  su,  when  I  started  doing 
strips,  it  just  seemed  like  a  natural  thing 
to  reflect  that  point  of  view.  You  know, 
“TRASHMAN:  Agent  of  the  Sixth 
International,”  was  one  character  I  did.  It 
was  a  way  to  convey  those  ideas  that  the 
mass  media  just  seem  to  casually  ignore. 
Working  class  people  are  portrayed  as 
buffoons  or  criminals,  that  sort  of  thing. 
And  the  great  thing  about  comics,  it’s  a 


vehicle  that  is  easily  accessible.  It’s  not 
like  a  movie  where  you  need  a  lot  of 
money,  so  it  goes  through  a  lot  of  filters, 
and  the  content  is  weeded  out.  I  was 
living  on  the  Lower  East  Side  when  I  first 
started  doing  comics.  It  was  the  late 
sixties,  when  all  that  stuff  was  going  on, 
and  I  was  lucky  to  be  in  the  right  place  at 
the  right  time,  to  be  able  to  put  forth  that 
stuff.  And  the  other  thing  was... comics 
after  the  Comics  Code  (which  has  got  to 
be  one  of  the  most  repressive  documents 
in  history... you  can’t  show  anybody  in 
authority  in  an  imflattering  lighL  things 
like  that)  ...  it  seems  like,  just  at  that 
point,  comics  were  starting  to  revive,  and 
Marvel  was  turning  out  some  interesting 
things.  And  when  I  went  to  New  York,  I 
assiuned  I’d  end  up  at  Marvel;  but  the 
underground  comics  just  refused  to  die 
So  there  I  was,  on  the  Lower  East  Side, 
and  I  was  living  on  this  parkway  that  was 
built  by  Robert  Moses . . . 

PC:  Who’s  that? 

SR;  Robert  Moses?  He  was  an  interesting 
guy.  He  was  a  guy  who... when  he  ran  for 
governor,  he  got  the  lowest  vote  in  the 
history  of  New  York  State.  But  when  I 
lived  in  New  York  there  was  this  park 
that  runs  along  the  east  side  of 
Manhattan,  it’s  just  this  real  long  park,  it 
goes  for  miles  and  miles.  And  I 
remember,  I  was  living  on  the  Lower  East 
Side  between  C  and  D,  and  on  a  hot  day 
you  could  just  walk  over  to  the  park. .  .and 
you  just  knew,  conceptually,  this  was 
Manhattan,  and  yet  here  was  a  public 
park  that  takes  up  this  prime  real  estate, 
and  it  goes  for  miles  and  miles  and  miles. 
And  Robert  Moses  built  that  park  when 
he  was  a  young,  idealistic  guy.  He  was  a 
guy  who  knew  how  to  grab  power,  so  at 
one  point,  he  just  controlled  all  these 
funds,  and  he  was  a  big  fieeway  builder; 
he  was  the  guy  who  put  all  those  freeways 
in  New  York  State.  The  guy  was  never 
elected  to  office,  but  he  was  a  powerful 
guy,  and  he  was  able  to  manipulate  all 
these  funds.  As  he  got  older  he  became 
more  of  an  asshole,  and  he  would  build 
freeways  that  would  wipe  out  whole 
neighborhoods;  he  would  just  move  them 
a  few  blocks  over,  and  take  out  these 
industrial  sections,  that’s  the  kind  of  guy 
he  was. ..But  I  lived  on  this  beautiful 
parkway,  and  recently  I  hooked  onto  this 
website—and  I’m  always  telling  people 
about  how  beautiful  Humble  Parkway 
was — and  I  flip  onto  this  thing  about 
Humble  Parkway  because  I  was  looking 
for  a  map,  and  here  are  all  these  other 
people  talking  about  the  same  thing  1 
was... 

PC:  It’s  still  there  then,  huh? 
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SR:  No,  no!  Now  it’s  a  freeway!  But 
Moses,  he  tried  to  build  a  freeway 
through  Central  Park  and  through 
Greenwich  Village,  and  nobody  ever 
thought  those  people  could  stop  him,  all 
the  Bohemians  and  Italians  and  guys 
from  Greenwich  Village.  But  they  just 
said,  “No,  man!”  And  people  had  tried  to 
fight  him  for  a  long  time,  but  they  always 
got  wiped  out,  even  if  they  thought  they 
were  winning  for  a  while.  But  the  people 
from  Greenwich  Village  actually  did  stop 
him. 


Anyway,  I  lived  on  this  parkway  tliat 
wasn’t  quite  as  wide  as  the  Panhandle, 
and  it  had  four  rows  of  elm  trees.  It  was 
like  this  cathedral,  this  natural  cathedral 
that  went  from  horizon  to  horizon,  and  it 
was  always  changing  with  the  seasons: 
sometimes  it  was  like  an  ice  palace;  other 
times  it  would  be  like  a  green  waterfall 
caught  in  mid-splash... 

PC:  What  happened  to  Moses? 

SR:  Well,  he  eventually  died,  but  he  was 
an  interesting  guy  who  did  this  great 
thing,  built  this  great  park  for  people  to 


enjoy.  And  his  freeways  are  great:  I  love 
the  highways  and  freeways... though  I’m 
sure  glad  they  didn’t  put  one  through 
Golden  Gate  Park! 

PC:  Oh,  God! 

SR:  And  I  liked  the  Embarcadero 
Freeway,  before  the  earthquake. 

PC:  Right!  Everybody  said  it  was  an 
eyesore,  but  I  remember  being  able  to  get 
on  that  freeway  in  the  Mission  at  eleven 
o’clock  at  night,  put  down  the  pedal,  and 
five  minutes  later  I’d  be  in  North  Beach, 
ready  to.  park  and  go  to  the  Mab.

SR:  Yeah. 

PC:  Yeah,  there  was  really  a  huge 
outpouring  of  creative  energy  for  a  while 
in  the  mid-to-late  seventies  in  the  punk 
scene  here... Tell  me  more  about  what  you 
were  doing  in  the  seventies. 

SR:  In  the  seventies?  Well,  I  had  a  good 
time  in  the  seventies.

SR:  People  do  anyway;  but,  of  course, 
what’s  happened,  instead  of  taxing  tlie 
rich  people  (which  is  what  they  should 
do),  what  they  do  is  transfer  the  tax  to 
poor  people  with  more  parking  fines.  You 
see  more  and  more  yellow  spaces,  and 
parking  meters  in  Golden  Gate 
Park... We’ve  got  all  these  billionaires  in 
San  Francisco:  tax  them! 

PC:  I  do  get  tired  of  hearing  people  with 
too  much  money  on  TV  bitching  about 
their  taxes... 

SR:  Yeah,  right! 

PC:  ...acting  like  they’re  just  one  of  the 
guys,  y’know... 


SR:  That’s  right!  Or  talking  about  how 
the  government  wants  to  spend  their 
money...  this  phony  libertarian  populism, 
it’s  just  nauseating,  and  a  certain  amount 
of  people  fall  for  that  foolishness .... 

PC:  The  govenunent’s  the  only  thing 
powerful  enough  to  protect  us  from  the 
corporations. 

SR:  Right:  and  they  are  the  enemy, 
believe  me.  And  this  whole  thing  about 
big  government,  which,  of  course,  doesn’t 
mean  government  intruding  into  your 
life;  it  means  government  acting  as  a 
bulwark  to  protect  you  from  corporations. 
I  mean,  I  was  on  food  stamps  for  many 
years.  The  government  wasn’t  on  my 
back.  I  went  down  there  and  I  applied  for 
food  stamps,  and  I  was  glad  I  got  them. 

PC:  Yeah,  it’s  fimny,  considering  how 
much  my  generation  hated  Lyndon 
Johnson  when  he  was  President,  to  look 
back  and  realize  that  he  was  also  the  guy 
who  gave  us  food  stamps,  started  the 
program.  What  President  has  done 
something  that  helpful  for  the  average 
American  since  then?  Or  anything  to  help 
the  poor? 

SR:  Yeah,  we’re  pissing  away  forty 
billion  in  Iraq,  while  the  body  bags  keep 
coming  back,  and  these  guys  have  been 
caught  in  one  lie  after  another.  It’s  kind 
of  an  homage  to  the  ignorant  gullibility  of 
certain  segments  of  the  American  public. 
PC:  Well,  I  guess  it  falls  to  those  of  us 
who  work  in  the  alternative  media  to  keep 
mentioning  those  things  in  print  from 
time  to  time,  since  nobody  in  the  regular 
media  seems  to  care  about  any  of  it  these 
days. 

SR:  Yeah,  people  have  to  realize  thaL  by 
and  large,  all  those  wealthy  interests  are 
the  enemy,  the  enemy;  I  mean,  not  all 

those  people,  but. .  .you  know . 

PC:  Maybe  the  American  Dream  has  to 
be  recasL  or  updated,  in  realistic  terms. 
Sure,  everybody  wants  to  be  a  millionaire, 
or  to  be  able  to  get  the  things  they  want, 
but  that  shouldn’t  necessarily  require  or 
demand  an  infinite  expansion,  where  you 
use  your  wealth  as  a  club  to  make  sure 
that  nobody  else  gets  anytliing.  It  seems 
like  the  rich  can  only  measure  their 
progress  in  life  by  getting  more.

SR;  Well,  I  think  that  some  rich  people 
realize  that  they  are  in  a  good  position, 
and  would  love  to  do  stuff  to  help  other 
people;  they’re  grateful  that  they’re  in 
that  situation,  and  they  feel  a  certain 
responsibility.  But  other  ones,  the  only 
way  they  can  feel  any  satisfaction  is 
knowing  that  poor  people  are  living  in 
misery.  I  remember,  there  was  some 
conference  of  conservatives,  sometime  in 
the  seventies,  where  one  guy  was  saying, 
“Well,  what’s  the  use  of  being  rich  if  all 
the  poor  people  are  having  a  good  time? 
What  the  hell  is  with  that?  They’ve  got  to 
be  made  more  miserable!”  As  they  have 
done.  Well,  of  course  you’ve  got  to  gather 
onto  yourself  all  the  resources  that  you 
can:  if  you  see  a  twenty  dollar  bill  on  the 
street,  you’ve  got  to  pick  it  up.  On  the 
other  hand,  you  see  things  that  have  been 
done... for  example,  black  music,  pre-rap 
black  music,  which  is  this  valuable 
treasure  that  was  bestowed  onto  America 
and  the  world  by  people  who  had  limited 
resources,  and  it  seems  to  me.... like  I  say, 
you’ve  got  to  get  the  money  that’s 
available;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there 
are  some  other  aspects  to  your  existence 
that  are  just  so  often  overlooked. 

PC:  The  infrastructure  could  at  least  help 
by  providing  a  level  playing  field  in  terms 
•of  education,  access  to  education... 

SR:  There  you  go! 

PC:  We  used  to  have  that  in  California. 

SR:  Yeah,  before  Ronald  Reagan. 

PC:  Right,  exactly!  Nobody  remembers 
that  any  more! 

SR:  The  thing  is,  you  listen  to  these  jerks 
talk  about  the  homeless  people;  we  didn’t 
have  homeless  people  before  Ronald 
Reagan!  That  didn’t  exist  before  him. 

PC:  Governor  Ronald  Reagan. 

SR;  Governor  Ronald  Reagan,  and  then 
President  Ronald  Reagan,  that’s  when  it 


really  came  down.  That’s  what  it  is: 
there’s  a  class  war  going  on.  As  time  goes 
on,  you  see  all  these  Marxist  concepts 
verified:  the  rich  are  getting  richer;  the 
poor  are  getting  poorer.  I  mean,  the  top 
one  percent  have  as  much  wealth  as  the 
bottom  ninety  to  ninety-five  percent  of  the 
country,  and  that  has  to  be  addressed. 
You  could  take  away  half  of  those 
people’s  wealth,  and  create  a  decent  life 
for  all  Americans,  and  it  would  have  no 
effect  on  the  life  style  [of  those  you  took  it 
from].  They  can’t  spend  all  that  money. 
PC:  And  it  is  not  desirable,  I  believe,  for 
corporations  or  individuals  to  be  more 
powerful  than  governments;  that  can  only 
lead  to  abuse. 

SR:  Of  course  not!  It’s  a  no-brainer.  You 
can  see  that  the  Republican  Party  is 
contemptuous  of  democracy.  This  whole 
recall  thing  with  Davis,  not  my  favorite 
guy,  but  he  has  to  get  a  majority  whereas 
some...  Arnold  only  has  to  get  a 
plurality.... 

PC:  Maybe  it’ll  work  on  Bush  and 
Cheney,  tliough! 

SR:  Ha  ha!  Yeah,  well.... 

PC;  Get  two  percent  of  the  population  to 
sign  a  petition.... 

SR::  And  get  rid  of  that  utterly  corrupt 
gravy  train  for  the  rich!  They’re  the 
enemy... And  all  tlieir  talk  about  gangs, 
and  crime....  What  you  really  have  to 
worry  about  is  the  police  snatching  your 
doggie-bag! 

PC;  Or  just  having  your  life  and 
livelihood  slowly  eaten  away  by  parking 
fines,  getting  your  car  booted,  or  having 
your  PG&E  bill  finally  get  so  big  you 
have  to  take  a  second  job  to  pay  it  or  else 
move  out  of  the  neighborhood... tliat  part 
of  life  doesn’t  get  much  play  in  the 
media,  though  tire  homelessness  tlrat 
ultimately  results  gets  some  attention.... 


SR:  Well,  we  almost  municipalized  power 
in  San  Francisco.  I  guess  Tammy 
Haygood  got  the  anthrax  scare  and  moved 
the  ballots  and . . .  voila! 

PC:  I  don’t  know.  I  had  a  few  moments  of 
feeling  like  I  didn’t  want  to  live  in  a 
community  stupid  enough  to  vote  that  one 
down. 

SR:  Yeah,  well,  what  you  should  say  to 
the  people  who  voted  against  that  is, 
“When  your  bills  become  reduced  by 
public  power,  what  you  can  always  do  is 
write  a  check  to  PG&E,  saying  ‘I  believe 
in  the  free  enterprise  system,  and  I  think 
you  should  have  tliis.  This  is  a  token  of 
my  faith!”’  They  can  just  make  out  a 
check  for  tire  difference,  and  then  they 
can  feel  good  about  themselves! 

PC:  That’s  true!  That’s  a  great  idea:  more 
people  should  look  at  it  that  way  One  of 
tlie  great  things  about  comics  is  that  they 
are  tlie  people’s  medium,  in  a  way;  tliey 
are  accessible  to  everyone  and,  without 
being  preachy,  they  can  give  voice  to  an 
under-represented  point  of  view  tliat 
needs  to  be  heard. 

SR:  Yeah,  every  so  often  I’ll  see  a  strip 
and  I’ll  think,  “Wow,  yeah,  right  on:  I 
wish  I’d  done  that!”  So,  you  know, 
you’ve  got  to  keep  swinging,  and  don’t  let 
tliem  knock  you  down. 

PC:  What  would  you  say  to  the  kids 
growing  up  in  the  Mission  today,  about 
what  to  keep  your  eye  on,  how  to  make  it, 
and  what  to  do? 

SR;  Oh,  Jeez,  1  dunno...  Personally,  I’m 
lucky  to  be  able  to-  do  what  I  do.  But,  you 
know,  anybody  who  wants  to  be  an  artist: 
learn  how  to  draw!  Learn  how  to  draw 
real  good!  Learn  how  to  command  the 
comic  book  page,  like  Jack  Davis  and 
Wallace  Wood  and  all  those  great  guys. 
Then  you’ll  have  a  voice!  There’s  an 
Indian  writer,  she  just  laid  it  out:  there 
are  certain  people  tliat...  they  will  do 


harm  to  you,  they  will  kill,  they  will 
mistreaL  and  they  assume  they  can  get 
away  with  that  because  most  people  don’t 
have  a  voice.  It’s  important  for,  especially 
poor  people,  to  have  a  voice,  to  learn  how 
to  be  able  to  get  their  view  of  things  put 
out...  and,  certainly,  if  you  can  control  the 
image,  control  the  visual...!  mean,  when 
you’re  a  kid,  and  you’re  able  to  draw, 
right  away  your  mom  and  your  teachers, 
they  want  to  control  what  you  draw: 
that’s  how  powerful  it  is! 

The  first  evidence  we  have  of  human 
awareness  is  early  drawings  on  cave 
walls,  and  early  sculptures  from  forty 
thousand  years  ago,  pre-dating  history. 
Well,  you  can  look  at  that  stuff 
and.... millions  of  people  have  come  and 
gone  and  nobody  knows  who  tliey  were, 
and  nobody  even  tlvinks  about  them,  but 
some  guy,  who  did  something  forty 
tliousand  years  ago,  he  has  tlie  capacity  to 
communicate  witli  you,  and  tliat’s  how 
powerful  that  is! 

You  have  a  whole  history,  right  up  to 
the  present  day,  and  comic  books  are 
being  more  acknowledged  as  part  of  that 
history  as  time  goes  by.  If  you  know  how 
to  read  and  write,  and  if  you  know  how  to 
do  a  visual  image,  then  you  become  a 
person  who  can  tell  their  story!  And  then, 
even  if  they  do  run  over  you,  they  will  not 
run  over  you  in  silence!  That’s  what  they 
want  to  do:  they  want  to  be  able  to  stomp 
on  your  head  and  not  hear  a  peep  from 
you.  But  you  can  let  them  know  tliat,  if 
they  mess  with  you,  Uiey’ll  hear  more 
than  a  peep!  And  that’s  the 
way...tlirough  comics  and  drawing,  and 
learning  how  to  master  tliose  things,  that 
you  can  become  a  force! 

PC:  I’ve  never  heard  it  said  better.  Thank 
you. 
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The  monotony  and  solitude  of  a  quiet  life 
stimulates  the  creative  mind.

The  quiet  life  is  something  often  written 
about.  Many  artists  and  writers  swear  by 
their  solitude  as  the  environment  most 
suitable  to  get  their  creative  energies 
flowing.  And  there  are  still  other,  less 
creative  types,  who  prefer  being  alone  as 
a  lifestyle  choice.  Often  labeled  introverts, 
loners  or  eccentrics,  these  people  tend  to 
function  better  in  environments  with 
fewer  stimuli.  I  know,  because  I’m  one  of 
them.  Crowds  freak  me  out;  loud  noises 
irritate  me;  I’m  not  a  huge  fan  of  chitchat 
or  of  being  in  the  company  of  other 
people  for  extended  periods  of  time.  I 
enjoy  the  company  of  my  small  group  of 
close  friends,  but  more  than  that,  I  enjoy 
my  solitude.  Here  are  some  books 
celebrating  the  loiTer  lifestyle. 

Doris  Grumbach’s  Fifty  Days  of  Solitude 
(1994)  is  a  memoir  about,  well,  fifty  days 
of  solitude.  Ms.  Grumbach’s  companion 
leaves  on  a  work-related  trip  and,  rather 
than  accompany  her,  Ms.  Grumbach 
decides  to  spend  fifty  winter  days  and 
nights  alone  at  their  home  in  Maine.  It  is 
here,  without  television,  seldom 
answering  the  phone  and  only  conversing 
witli  the  mail  carrier  or  with  churchgoers, 
tliat  she  contemplates  her  garden  and  old 
friends. 

Party  of  One;  The  Loner’s  Manifesto 
(2003),  by  Anneli  S.  Rufus,  has  been 
called  a  little  gem  of  a  book  arguing  for 
and  praising  loners.  Isaac  Newton,  Kurt 
Cobain,  Haruki  Murakami  and  countless 
others  are  discussed  in  this  book  about  tlie 
eccentric,  tlie  creative  and  tlie  secretive. 
Loners  are  often  accused  of  being  crazy,  i 
selfish  or  serial  killers,  but  this  book  will 
point  out  the  difference  between  a  “real” 
loner  and  an  alienated  Ted  Kaczynski. 

For  more  on  the  alienated,  take  a  look  at 
James  Joyce’s  modernist,  stream-of- 
consciousness  classic  Ulysses.  The 
masturbation  in  this  book  caused  quite  a 
stir  in  the  literary  community  in  1914,  but 
you  be  the  judge:  is  it  a  celebration  of 
individuality,  or  the  disintegration  of 
society?

(1996),  discusses  the  traits  that  many 
HSPs  share  and  introduces  ways  to  cope 
with  those  characteristics  more  positively. 

Have  you  just .  broken  up  with  your 
Significant  Other?  Found  yourself  alone 
again?  Heed  Barbara  Feldon’s  words  in 
her  memoir.  Living  Alone  &  Loving  It: 
A  Guide  to  Relishing  the  Solo  Life 
(2003),  and  start  living  a  full,  single  life 
on  your  own  terms. 

Mary  Sarton’s  autobiographical  Journal 
of  a  Solitude  (1977)  is  a  beautiful  book 
full  of  personal  observations  about  her 
inner  and  outer  world. 

The  Introvert  Advantage:  How  to 
Thrive  in  an  Extrovert  World  (2002)  by 
Marti  Olsen  Laney  is  another  book  geared 
towards  the  sensitive  person.  This  book 
offers  coping  strategies  and  tips  to  help 
introverts  capitalize  on  their  strengtlis.

Last  year,  I  wrote  about  the  potential  risks 
of  eating  fish  from  the  ocean.  While  fish 
is  an  easy  and  enjoyable  option  as  a 
source  of  protein,  even  for  those  who 
profess  to  being  basically  vegetarian,  the 
risks  associated  with  eating  ocean  fish 
have  become  an  important  issue  in  recent 
years.  One  of  the  most  pressing  concerns 
is  the  incidence  of  heavy  metals, 
especially  mercury,  being  found  in 
increasing  amounts  in  many  fish, 
including  halibuf  tuna,  shark,  mackerel 
and  swordfish.  These  fish  are  widely 
available  and  are  some  of  the  most 
succulent  items  available  at  good 
Japanese  restaurants.  However,  it  is  wise 
to  limit  the  amount  of  fish  consumed  in 
this  way. 


proven  to  cause  cancer,  impair  brain 
development  and  weaken  the  immune 
system. 

With  an  impact  similar  to  that  of 
industrial  farming  on  tlie  land,  fliese  fish 
farms  not  only  produce  poor  quality  fish, 
but  also  contaminate  tlie  environment 
with  the  feces  from  so  many  fish  and  with 
chemicals  from  the  drugs  used  to  prevent 
disease.  Also,  farmed  salmon  have  been 
known  to  escape  and  actually  take  over 
the  territory  of  the  wild  salmon. 

So,  when  buying  salmon,  make  every 
attempt  to  find  wild  salmon  even  if  it  is 
more  expensive,  and  be  cautious  about 
hhw  much  fish  you  eat. 


'Another  growing  concern  is  the 
methods  employed  in  fish  farming, 
particularly  of  salmon.  It  has  become 
increasingly  difficult  to  find  wild  salmon, 
and  huge  salmon  farms  now  operate  in 
many  parts  of  the  world,  especially  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  Scotland  and  Norway. 
Farm-raised  salmon  contain  antibiotic 
residues  fi-om  their  feed,  lower  amounts 
of  omega-3  fats  than  wild  salmon,  and 
high  levels  of  absorbed  PCBs 
(polychlorinated  biphenyls)  from  the  fish 
meal  used  on  the  farms.  They  also  contain 
over  150  chemical  contaminants  not 
found  in  wild  salmon.  PCBs  have  been 


If  you  don’t  think  you’re  getting  enough 
omega-3  oils  (commonly  found  in  fish 
and  also  in  flaxseed  oil),  buy  a  good 
quality  fish  oil  supplement  and  take  up  to 
2,000  mg.  daily  (for  adults).  Some  recent 
research  has  implicated  flaxseed  oil  in 
higher  levels  of  prostate  problems,  so  men 
should  be  careful  about  using  flaxseed  oil 
as  a  supplement. 


Smaller  fish,  such  as  sardines  and 
herring,  are  also  good  soinces  of  omega-3 
fats,  so  don’t  think  you  have  to  give  up 
fish  entirely.  Taking  everything  in 
moderation  is  the  key.

You  Just  Never  Know 


Twenty  minutes  before  his  shift  was  over, 
Officer  Boyd  parked  his  patrol  car  up 
around  Indiana  and  20th.  He  walked 
towards  the  freeway  overpass  with  a  brown 
paper  grocery  sack  on  his  left  arm.  Right 
before  he  reached  the  freeway  there  was  a 
small  outcropping  of  overgrown  weeds  and 
bushes  and  small  trees,  all  contained  by 
the  concrete  columns  holding  up  the 
freeway.  He  walked  towards  the 
outcropping,  looked  for  the  familiar  little 
man-made  tuimel  through  the  bushes  and 
began  to  crawl  through.  His  police  belt  full 
of  cop  gadgets  snagged  on  a  few  twigs,  but 
he  forced  it  through.  “Walter?”  he  asked. 
“Walter,  are  you  back  here?”  When  he  got 
to  the  end  of  the  little  six-foot  tunnel  tliere 
was  a  small  break,  a  meadow  if  you  will, 
all  of  seven  feet  in  diameter.  A  dull  blue 
tent  sat  in  the  middle,  jabbed  here  and 
there  by  a  wild  twig. 

“Walter,  are  you  in  tliere?”  Officer  Boyd 
asked  as  he  went  to  the  entrance  of  the 
tent.  He  unzipped  it,  asking  one  more  time 
if  ‘Walter’  was  inside.  When  he  unzipped 
the  tent  and  peered  in,  he  saw  Walter 
sleeping  on  his  back.  Boyd  reached  for 
Walter’s  foot  and  gave  it  a  gentle  shake 
trying  to  wake  him,  but  he  did  not  awaken. 
He  gave  it  another  gentle  tug,  but  Walter 
didn’t  stir.  A  quick  pang  shot  through 
Boyd’s  system,  a  pang  of  fear.  Walter 
might  be  dead?  Boyd  shook  the  maybe- 
dead-man’s  leg  hard  and  Walter  awakened 
in  a  somnambulant  daze.  Walter’s  eyes 
focused  on  Boyd  and  it  took  him  a  second 
to  register.  When  he  finally  did,  he 
released  all  his  tension  and  flopped  back 
down  onto  his  back.  “Oh,  hi.” 

“I  thought  you  were  dead,”  said  Boyd, 
staring  at  him. 

“I  thought  you  were  dead,  too,”  Walter 
said,  staring  upwards. 

“What  are  you  talking  about?” 

“I  haven’t  seen  you  for  so  long.  I  thought 
you  might  have  been  killed  in  duty.” 

“Of  course  not.  I’ve  had  to  deal  with  a  lot 
of  crazy  stuff  lately.” 

Walter  Lee  was  a  forty-eight  year- 
old  black  man  who’d  been  living  on  the 
street  coming  up  on  five  whole  years. 
Before  that,  he  was  a  Muni  operator  for 
eleven  years.  He  was  a  Muni  operator  up 
until  the  day  a  woman  stepped  in  fixtnt  of 
his  bus  and  was  killed.  It  was  blatant 
suicide,  no  accident  at  all.  In  fact,  he  had 
seen  her  thirty  seconds  before  she  jumped 
in  front  of  him  and  he  had  a  queer  sense 
that  he  was  going  to  hit  her.  There  was  just 
something  about  the  way  she  was  standing 
that  had  sent  a  feeling  into  his  mind  and 
into  his  chest.  The  bus  rammed  into  her 
and  rammed  her  into  another  car.  She  died 
instantly.  Nobody  believed  him  that  it  was 
a  suicide,  but  it  was.  He  went  to  a  form  of 
occupational  therapy  that  the  Municipal 
Transit  System  offered.  This  lasted  for 
eight  months  until  he  resigned.  He  had  to 
leave  his  wife  and  his  child.  He  couldn’t 
take  it.  After  resigning  he  lived  in  various 
hotels,  then  dropped  to  the  shelters  and 
then  finally  just  to  the  streets. 

Boyd  was  one  of  many  cops  over 
the  years  that  were  assigned  details  to 
roust  out  the  homeless  from  their 
encampments,  usually  along  Highway  280. 
Boyd  had  met  Walter  two  years  prior, 
when  Boyd  was  going  through  a  separation 
with  his  wife.  He  didn’t  have  the  heart  to 


kick  Walter  around  one  day,  so  he  let  him 
be.  Walter  showed  up  at  the  precinct  a  few 
days  later  and  left  a  box  for  him  with  a 
watch  in  it.  Confused  and  slightly  angry, 
Boyd  visited  him  to  return  it.  Walter  was 
living  in  a  different  homeless  hideaway  at 
die  dme.  They  had  a  brief  conversadon 
about  the  watch,  which  soon  carried  over 
into  Walter’s  history  and  to  Officer  Boyd’s 
home  life,  and  then  casually  went  on  to 
Barry  Bonds,  and  to  Willie  Brown  and 
then  to  Tom  Ammiano  and  to  a  cup  of 
coffee  and  uldmately  to  a  slighdy  eccentric 
friendship  that  consisted  of  a  visit  from 
Officer  Boyd  every  two  or  three  weeks.
